The Taxation of Legal Tender Notes— 
MeDonald’s Bill. 


WASHINGTON, December 7.— The biil of 
Senator McDonald to authorize the local tax- 
ation of legal tender Treasury notes of the 
United States is as follows: 


Be it enacted, etc., that from and af er the 
paseage Of this act any State or Territory of. 
the Unitedgstates may provide for fincluding 
in the valuation of personal property or own- 
eror bolder any legal tenuer notes of the 
United States denominated lawful money, 
owned or heid by anv person or corporation 
in assessing taxes impo-ed by authority 
of such State or territory and many impose a 
tax thereon, but the tax imposed on any snsh 
legal tender Treasury notes should not be at 
a greater rate than is tmposed on geld or 
siiver com of the United States in the hands 
of the individual citizens or residents of such 
State or Territory.

GRAVE ROBBING. 


Systematic Body Saatching Carried on 
at Baltimore and Washington. 
Wasbington Cor. Cincinnati Gazette. 

The arrest here of W. M. Jenson, charged 
with late grave robberies in Baltimore, ex- 
cites much attention. Among other things 
it is asserted that within the past year he has 
stolen bere and shipped to Baltimore alone 
twenty-five bodies. The Baltimore Sun has 
a long account of the investigation before the 
grand jury, and, among other things, says: 

There is no doubt thaton the morning of 
November 11, W. M. Jenson, a professional 
resurrectionist, who with his familiars has 
for several years supplied the medical col- 
le ges of tbis city with subjects, carried to the 
Maryland University School of Medicine,corn- 
er Greene and Lombard streets, several hu- 
man bodies in a vehicle (said’ to 
be five in number), and that among them 
were the bodies of Mrs. Carter and Miss 
Jape Smith. There is yet no proof as to who 
were the assistants of the body snatchers at 
the cemetery, but the work was so deftly 
dove as to excite the surprise of the cemetery 
officials when discovered. Asmall hole was 
dug over the bead of each corpse, and when 
the c fin was reached it was broken in with 
a Spade. A rope was put around the neck of 
the occupant and the body was hastily drawn 
out. Itis stated by the workmen at the cem- 
etery that the operation did not probably ex- 
ceed twenty minutes in each case. A quan- 
tity of dirt near the craves, not used in tilling 
ibem up, enabled the robbers to give every- 
toing an unsuspicious appearance agaip. It 
is also thought that one of those partici- 
pating in the outrage came to the graves ear- 
iy in the morning, about daylight, to pick up 
any splinters of coffin or articles of dress that 
might be scattered around, and to fix up the 
graves witb a finishing touca, As related 
heretofore, however, the scapular, the tind- 
ing ot which on the ground excited sus- 
picion, caused the grave to be opened and 
told the story of the desecration, that small 
article having doubtless been overlooked. 

On the morning of November 11, when the 
medical students repaired to the dissecting 
room, the presence of the remains of a young 
and evidently well bred woman on one of the 
high tables which stand under the skviight in 
a row the entire length of the long hall, ex- 
cited much attention, comment and specula- 
tion. It was the unanimous opinion that the 
body was not the product of “the potter’s 
field’? or other place where medical colleges 
are — — generally to get their supplies 
of „subjects“ for dissection. The body was 
recognized at once by all as having ceme ap- 
coe from tbe sanctity of some private 

jurial ground. In spite of the fact that the 
body was then perfectly nude and shorn of its 
hair, there was a refinement and character in 
the remains that caused the most obtuse 
among the students to appreciate the 
fact that they were not those 
of a common subject. The delicacy 
and fine formation of the hands were com- 
mented upon, and the face and form alike 
praised. It was noted there were freckles 
upon the fair face of the subject, and so 
marked weie they that numbers of students 
said they alone marred its beauty, while oth- 
ers applied the term of freckled face.” ‘The 
remains proved by absolute evidence to be of 
such purity as is unusual to the dissecting 
room, and were thus more highly valued for 
lessons ina special regard. be interest in 
the remains, which were those of Miss Smith, 
was so decided. and the impression that they 
came from private gravevard was so strong, 
tbat the students of the college talked with 
their friends outside about the case and spec- 
ulated as to which one of the cemeteries the 
body may have come from. 

Following this particular announcement in 
the newspavers, one of the students hastened 
into the office of a physician, to whom he had 
related the then absorbing topic of the medi- 
cal school, and remarked in an excited voice: 
** Well, they found it out at last. This tells 
all about ‘freckled face,’ who she is and where 

became from!” He. with others of the 
students, was assured by friends that they 
were in no way responsible for the outrage 
that had been perpetrated, and that they had 
notbipg to do but keep quiet. These and 


other matters were fully corroborated by the | 


students before the grand jury and the con- 
versations of Wm. Warren and others given, 
in which the students overheard them say 
thatthe body of the old woman’? (Mrs. 
Carter) was too far cone, and would be ser- 
viceable only as a skeleton. Some of the 
students testified to their belief that Miss 
Jane Smith’s remains, stolen from the Balti- 
more cemetery, and the body that excited so 
much comment inthe dissecting-room were 
identical. Probably the most decided point 
in the identification of the remains was the 
fact that the statements of the students agreed 
with those of Mrs. Joiner, the aunt of Miss 
Smitb, and others, in their description of the 
marks and freckies on Miss Smith’s face. 
Wm. Warren is said to have prepared the 
body, as he bas usually done, for the dissect- 
ing table, and it is a question as to what be- 
came of the suit of hair and grave clothes. The 
general impression is that they were sold,and 
that tbere are parties who regularly buy 
them, dealing in them asacommodity. At 
the time of the discovery of the desecration of 
the graves, aud the appearance of the ac- 
enunts in the papers, the remains of Miss 
Smith had been so far dissected as to have be- 
come quite dark, so that no one, on entering 
the room, could teli whether they were —— 
r ‘he 


section, had been turned over on the face and 
the process of eliminating the muscles of the 
back was goirg on. It was not necessary, 
then, to bide the remains. for they were now 
past all possibility of recognition: still they 
were moved away. 

Dr. J. E. Mitcheil, Professor of Anatomy 
at tbe Maryland University, says that he does 
not of his own personal knowledge know 
whether the body of Miss Jane Smith was 
taken to the University or not. If it was 
thereit baa not been obtained by ‘special re- 
quest of the University, as they will accept 
any body without asking er 
the body 1s not too fat or dropsical. The Uni- 
versity uses the bodies for anatomical pur- 
poses, not to study the disease of which the 
person died. When a body is obtained witha 
view to studying some special disease, it is 
done by a practicing pbysician, nota medical 
college. eacknowledges having seen the 
lower part of the corpse of a woman at the 
University, but does not know that the corpse 
in question was that of Mies Smith, nor does 
he know tothe contrary. The skulls arepre- 
served for him. One of the latest added to 
bis collection may have been that of the young 
lady, but there is no way to identify it. That

BOND-PAPER. 


The Care Taken to Make It and Keep 


it Secret. 
Boston Special to Chicago Tribune. 

Considerable comment having been made 
relative tothe fibre paper being found in 
possession of theforger Brockway and gang, 
the officers in charge of the mill where the 
bank- note paper bas been made for over a year 
past were interviewed this morning. The mill 
is located at Coltsville, in the east part of the 
town of Pittsfield, near the Dalton line, and 
the paper is manufactured under a contract 
with the Messrs. Crane, bond-vaper makers, 
for several years. Officers representing the 
Government and Treasur y Department locat- 
ed in Coltsville eay that the paper captured 
is pot even an imitation, or at least a very 
poor one, of the distinctive paper used ten 
years sgo. The paper now made not only 
contains fibre, but also has threads running 
through the sheets, so that each bank bill has 
a red silk tbread running down one side and 
across the ends, and with the precaution 
taken at the mill andshipment ofthe paper 
it is impossible for outside parties to obtain 
it, or for the officers or watchman to be in 
collusion with the counterfeiters. None but 
the best-posted of the operatives of Crane & 
Co., and those who have been in theiremploy 
along time, are employed inthe manufac- 
ture, and especially from the time the 
pulp receives the silk fibre every process of 
manufacture is under the closest inspection 
of the officials. The sheets are counted and 
inspected by ladies employed by the Treas- 
ury Department, nearly all of whom have 
been in that branch of the service for a long 
time. 

Coming to Berkshire county when the con- 
tract was transferred from the Pennsylvania 
contractor, each sheet is examined and pass- 
ed through ten other operatives for inspec- 
tion. Every sheet is accountea for, spoiled 
ones being carefully watched while being 
again torn up and made into pulp. Each em- 
plove is searched on leaving or entering the 
mill. The mill itself is carefully guarded by 
Government employes night and day. A de- 
tective stationed at Pittstield constantly vis- 
its the mill at all times, day and night, when 
leastexpected. When shipments are made 
the paper is placed in iron-bound packages, 
sealea. A guard rides on the wagon from 
Coltsville to Pittsfield Station, where itis 
delivered to the American Express Company 
inacar under Government 1 A 
detective rides in the car to Bridgeport, 
Conn., where another Treasury officer takes 
charge ofit, taking it to New York, where it 
is delivered to the Sub- Treasury. and from 
there sent to Washington to be printed upon. 
No visitor is allowed inthe mill under any 
circumstance, and everv precaution possible 
is taken to prevent even the smallest piece 
from getting into the hands of outside par- 


ties. Nor has such a thipgever occurred. So 
they are emphatic in the denial of the report 
that counterfeiters had the distinctive paper 
used by the Government, or even a fair imita- 
tion. 


A PROFESSIONAL 
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Unscrupulous Machinations ofa Wick- 
ed Relic of the Centennial.

A MOVABLE HEART. 


Remarkable Exhibition. Before the 
Students of a Medical College.

‘*What’s your name?“ asked the Profes- 

sor. 
“Dr. Albert ’Zek’el Thomas,“ wag the re- 
ply, jong drawn out and rolied under the 
‘“‘subject’s” tongue, as it to impress the hearer 
with an idea of his 8 importance. 

The questioner was Dr. R. L. Rea, Profes- 
sor of Anatomy inthe Chicago Medical College; 
the subject, a short, massive, well built Afri- 
can with a surplus ot old and not overcleau 
clotbing, including a shirt which was a verit- 
able thing of tbreads and patches,“ on his 
person; and the audience the class in anat- 
omy at the above institution. It was high 
noon, and the curiosity of the boys was at 
white heat as they awaited a series of prom- 
ised revelations which rumor had pictured 
as unique, xsanomalous, astonishing, and 
phenomenal.

‘Shown yourseif at a good many medical 
colleges, eb?’ 

The man rattled off a string of them, all the 
way from Bellevue Hospital to Covington, 
Ky.. rolling his eyes and enjoying the tri- 
umph he experienced tn recounting his trav- 
els. His exaltation of mind was further en- 
arged a moment later, when, taking his beat 
iron walking-stick, half an inch in diameter, 
he hit a whack across the muscle of his left 
aim, squinted down the length of it, deftly 
twirled it between his thumb and fingers and 
held it up to the gaze of the boys as straight 
as an arrow.

The Article Which Brought ‘‘Luck’’ 
to the Owner of Maud 8. 
Cleveland Leader Cincinnati Letter. 


The other day I heard a good story of the 
superstition of one of the best known sporting 
men in the West, Capt. Geo. 8. Stone, the 
man that first discovered the swiftness that 
lay bid in the nimble feet of the famous Maud 
S. The story bas been current for some time, 
and Capt. Stone hasn't taken the trouble to 
denv it. It is said that about fifteen years 
ago Capt Stone was eking out a precarious ex- 
istence down in Georgia—was living from 
band to mouth. He had previousiy enjoyed 
a modicum of prosperity, but unfortunately 
bad been too confiding, and had 
trusted out funds which it seemed next to im- 

ossibie te collect. For months the payments 
he received were promises, and on these Stone 
bad been living. He had lost friends and re- 
sources. One woe had trod on the heel of an- 
other in such rapid sucéession that even hope 
was well nigh gone. The man with whom he 
boarded finally refused to trust him further, 
and he was indeed filled with despair. Asa 
last resort, he borrowed a horse on which to 
ride to a neighboring town. where he proposed 
to seek work of some kind, no matter how 
menial. So ill had been his luck that he was 
fully prepared to have this last desperate 
venture prove a failure. En route to the 
town, the horse which he rode took fright 
and became unmanageable. The beast dashed 
down a bill ata furious pace, and, just be- 
fore the bottom was reached, stumbled and 
tell, hurling the by this time demorait zed 
rider over ber head. Voor Stone landed on 
his face in the mud, and as his right hand 
touched the earth it, ‘at the same time, 
touched and clutched an old horseshoe which 
haa been lost on this spot. The young man 
bad always had more or less superstitutious, 
and he looked upon what, to all appearances, 
was a worthless find, as a good omen. Shake 
ing the mud from bis person, he again mount- 
ed the horse, which had been fully tamed 
by the fall, and rode on to his 
destination with the horseshoe in his 
pocket. His errand was a_ successful 
one, as he readily found some lucra- 
tive employment, and went to work. His 
fortunes mended fast. A few days after the 
adventure his old debtors voluntarily squar- 
ed up with him dollar for dollar, and a little 
later, with a plethoric purse, he came North. 
His success in the South was only a harbin- 
ger of what he was to realize here. All his 
ventures turned out well, and he still clung 
to the horseshoe. As an instance of his ex- 
ceptional luck is mentioned his purchase of 
Maud 8. This little phenomenal filly was 
born over in Kentucky. She was purchased 
together with another littie filly and brought 
overtothe Bugher farm, near Glendale, in 
this, Hamilton county. The pair of 
fillies nad been purchased for anominalsum, 
at the special request of Mr. Bugher and one 
of his friends. Whenthe pair reached the 
farm, Bughber’s friend was given his choice. 
and he chose the filly which did not bear the 
name of Maud 8. The friend’s choice was 
also Bugber's choice, and Mr. Bugher there- 
fore reluctantly accepted Maud because she 
fell to him. Though a blooded stock raiser 
himself, he saw nothing in the little mare 
more than any ordinary roadster possessed, 
and so, when Capt. Stone came along one day 
and offered bim $350 for her, he cried: ‘ ‘It’s 
a bargain,“ and was in no little hurry to com- 
plete the sale, lest Stone should back out. The 
purchase made, Capt. Stone took Maud 
S. down to Chester Park and put her in train- 
ing, and in less than a vear the little filly had 
startled the world witha record of 2:17 1-2, 
and was sold to Wm. H. Vanderbilt for 
$31,000. After this Capt. Stone’s horsesho, 
was more valuable than ever, and it is said 
indeed, he has told a fewof his friends that 
he cannot get over the superstitious rever- 
ence for that horseshoe, found down in the 
Georgia mud, and so wherever he goes goes 
the horseshoe. As certain as clean collars 
and cuffs and a boiled shirt go into his grip- 
sack, just so certain goes the horseshoe when- 
ever Stone sets off on ajourney. The horse- 
shoe went to Chicago and Rochester during 
the past summer. Capt. Stone is now regard- 
ed as wealthy. His new home on Walnut 
Hills is elegant and is kept up in elegant style, 
butin value, as compared to that of the oid 
horsesboe, it is a mere bagatelle. 

No doubtthe captain’s superstition will 
provoke a smile on the lips of not a few read- 
ers, but let the smiling reader search his 
heart and answer as to whether he or she has 
any superstition. Let him answer as to 
whether he willstard ona journey or begin

“MAUNA LOA. 


An Eruption Giving Evidence of the 
Forces Under the Pacific. 
From the New York Herald. 


The grand eruption reported as now in 
progress from the volcanic cone of Mauna 
Loa gives ample evidence of mighty forces at 
work under the bed of the Pacific. Mauna 
Loa towers over the island of Hawaii, the 
largest island in the open Pacific, 15,760 
feet, and is marked by twodistinct and ap- 
parently disconnected craters—one at the 
summit and the other, Nilauea, at a consider- 
ably lower level. A fearful eruption from 
thesummitcrater took place in 1840, and 
another in 1848 from the lower crater; but 
this was exceeded in August. 1856, when 
the ‘‘fire-stream’’ continued to flow 
for many months, until by July, 
1856, it had traversed a distance of over 
sixty miles. The floor of the great crater of 
Kilauea is said to resemble a lake of fire, 
having been scooped out 1,000 feet deep and 
covering an area of twenty square miles. This 
enormous vent seems to have been for a be- 
nigvant purpose planted in tbe Central Pacific 
Ocean, Whose great basin.’’ says Maury, 
‘thas its rim resting upon volcanic formations 
and set with volcanoes all the way round.“ 
One remarkable fact, which is confirmed by 
numerous eruptions, is that the discharges 
of molten matter, evenin 1859, when shafts 
of white-hot lava were thrown up to the es- 
timaied height of 800 feet, are attended by 
no earthquake shocks or other seismic 
signs. The burning lava, on reaching 
water, is shivered like glass into millions of 
particles, which, rising in clouds, darken the 
sky and fall like a storm of hailon the sur- 
rounding country. while the glare from the 
fiery river converts night into brilliant day 
over all Eastern Hawaii: but the vast terres- 
trial safety valve quietly performs its office, 
allowing the immense plutonic furnace be- 
neath the mountain free and ful) vent. The 
report of the present eruption does not state 
at what part of the mountain tue outburst 
occurred. The statement, however, that 
fears are entertained forthe safety of Hilo 
would imply thatthe volcano has opened a 
new outlet at some uvsuspected point, in 
which case the orifice is probably small and 
it will take several weeks, as in 1840, for the 
release and discharge of the accumulated 
subterranean pressure. 

The earth’s volcanoes are profusely dis- 
tributed over the ocean, but remote from its 
shores they are known to be comparatively 
few and inactive. This circumstance power- 
fully suggests their copnection with the 
changes ceaselessly going on in the ocean 
floor, upon the subsidence and fracture of 
which the flood rushes into the heated sub- 
marine chambers of the globe, and the tre- 
mendous force of the steam thus generated is 
seen in the volcanic eruption. We shall wait 
for further — od from the Sandwich is- 
lands to see how far this, the most plausible

DENMS KEARNEY. 


A Reformed Demagogue—RKeturned to 
His Dray—Sensible Talk. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 


There was a time when Dennis Kearney,the 
California agitator, filled a considerable space 
in the publiceye. Inthe interest of another 
but unreformed demagogue, Benjamin F.But- 
ler, who was then, as ever, running for the 
office of Governor of Massachusetts, Kearney 
visited the Eastern States, strewing his path- 
way across the continent with expietives 
aud epithets calculated to appal the native 
red man and cause the fierv, untamed covote 
of the desert to howl with anguish. Fora 
time he was a prominent figure in Massa- 
chusetts politics, even overshadowing 
the Claimant for the Governorship. He 
spoke to an mnmense throngin Union Square, 
New York, and his speech in Cooper Union 
was a model of diatribe, vituperation and 
vulgarity. Since then his star has waned,and 
he bas now formally and 1 announced 
his permanent withdrawal from politics. The 
speech in which this intention was communi- 
cated to the people of San Francisco was de- 
livered upon the historic Sand Lots. it isa 
speech of great good sense and shrewdness. 

or the first time, so far as we have observed, 

Kearney has commended himself to the good 
opinion of all right-thinking men. 

Possibly Dennis Kearney, who has always 
seemed to be proud of his calling, has re- 
flected that he was bringing discredit upon 
the art of dray-driving, and has retired from 
politics in self-defense, as it were. In his 
speech Kearney said: Now that I have set- 
tled down to work so as to make a living for 
myself and family, and as business is busi- 
ness, and politics and business do not mix 
very well together, politicians and bummers, 
bogus reformers, and oOflice-seeking frauds 
are requested to keep away from me during 
business hours. The duties of a drayman 
are both arduous and responsible.“ There 
is no mistaking the authorship of this. No- 
body but Kearney could have composed a 
sentence 80 compact and 80 
neatly turned. Then, referring to the gen- 
tlemen whom he had graphically character- 
ized as bogus reformers and oflice-seeking 
frauds, he said: Such cattle can find me in 
my stable any Sunday afternoon, cleaning up, 
and if they want to lend me a hand to clean 
out the stable, a pitchfork anda broom will 
be at their disposal; otherwise they will not 
be welcome.“ This is not only plain talk, 
but it is what the plain people call horse 
sense.“ And the reformed political biack- 
guard added: ‘*‘Reformers who want to see 
me upon questions pertaining to the welfare 
of the community can find me at my home at 
or before 8 o’clock, evening; after that hour !

Miss Shedden’s Hobby. 
From the New York Times. 


The London papers lately announced the 
death of W. P. Ralston Shedden. It recaiis 
a curious history. Mr. Shedden had a re- 
markable daughter, who, as she grew to 
womanbood, discovered that her father was 
regarded in England as being in law illegiti- 
mate, and on that ground had been adjudged 
disentitled to certain property. His father 
and mother had lived together as man and 
wife in New York, where. as in Scotland, the 
acknowledgment by a man that a person with 
whom he cohabits is his wife suffices to 
legally establish that relationship be- 
tween them. But evidence to satisfy 
the English courts that there had been a 
valid marriage was wanting. It became the 
absorbing passion of Miss Shedden’s life to 
prove her father’s legitimacy, infinitely less 
on account of any advantage to be derived 
from property than on thescore of removing 
a bar sinister from the scutcheon of her fath- 
er. It would be hard to discover an ex- 
ample of more untiring devotion to an object 
than she displayed iu this cause. To her is 
chiefly due the very existence of the tribuna! 
which decides such cases. By dint of much 
worrying’’—for no widow, however impor- 
tunate, ever surpassed this utterly irrepress- 
ible spinster—she at length 
contrived to get the measure 
known as the Legitimacy Declaration act 
made law. By this, persons can be cited to 
come in and show cause why a person shall 
not be declared legitimate. The causes 
brought under thisact are heard before the 
Probate Court. ‘‘Shedden against Patrick 
and others” twice came before that very able 
Judge, Sir C. Cresswell, and was about the 
toughest of the many very tough cases which 
he tried. Poor Miss Shedden conducted, on 
appeal, ber own case, and with conspicuous 
capacity, but an amateur lawyer is almostfin- 
variably a dose to a court, and Miss 
Shedden, with all her ability, proved 
a heavy trial of judicial patience. The 
cause went against her; she appealed. The 
appeal went against her. Then she made a 
final appeal, with similar result, to the 
House of Lords. The costs ofall this were 
enormous, inasmuch as besides the expenses 
at home (including at the first trial dis- 
tinguisbed counse!) there were commission: 
sent to New York te take evidence of an 
appallingly voluminous character. In fict, 
the mere mention ofthe name of Shedden 
sends a thrill through the Consulate- 
General here to this hour. After becoming 
as familiartolaw-court frequenters as little 
Miss Flite, poor Miss Shedden sank into her 
grave, Worn out in mind and body, with the 
object of her life unattained. It will be nat- 
urally asked whence came the funds to carry 
on such proceedings. They were under- 
stood to be chiefly supplied by Lady Burdett- 
Coutts. Under the act whieh Miss Shedden 
was mainly instrumental in getting passed, 
curious and interesting suits have 
been brougbt.

Coroner’s Examination of Mrs. 
Walsh and Officer Sheehan.

A Graphic Description of the Circum- 
stances of the Murder. 


The mystery surrounding the killing of Off- 
The detec- 


tives are completely at fault. They cling to 
the theory that the murderer of the officer is 
identical with cne of the Market street burg- 
lars. Accordingly the hold-over is kept filled 
with sneak thieves and suspected characters. 
Unfortunately the law only permits the deten- 
tion ot a suspected person twenty-four 
hours. This confinement is not 
long enough for the purpose. A ‘‘cadger’’ 
led into the Four Courts this morning by a de- 
tective said: What you collarin’ me for? I 
didn’t do nottin’. It aon’t make nv differ- 
encetome. You can’t keep me more’n a day, 
and I can stand ou my head for twenty-four 
hours.’’ The frozen foot-mark is the only 
clue to the identity of the murderer. Itis cer- 
tainly a very slender one. Sheehan’s vague 
description ot the two men can not be given 
any value, as the contradictory stories that he 
hastold about the affair show that he was not 
in the full possession of his wits. The 
only hope of the detectives is that 
the companion ofthe murderer may be dis- 
covered and forcedto search. The theo 
that the officer was killed by some belated citi- 
zen indignant at being stopped by the police- 
man has been abandoned. The manner in 
which the two men separated and the adroit 
selection of ground in escaping show their 
tamtliarity in eluding pursuit. Officer Shee- 
han does not show up very well in this matter. 
Uis pursuit was not enthusiastic enough. 
The shot firea at him by the 
fleeing murderer may have somewhat 
discouraged the chase. Aninquest is bein 
held to-day over the remains of the dea 
officer, at his home, at Thirteenth and Carr. 
To-morrow atternoontbe funeral will take 
place. The remains will be taken at 2 o’clock 
to St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Church, thence to 
Calvary Cemetery.

The 
Nestor of the oflice, however, proved that if 
the Republican once published the paper it 
would throw all ot them out of work, and 
that it was better to get even one-third 
paid than nothing. Concurringin this view 
the printers went to work getting the paper 
out three hours late. They will con- 
tinue on this basis two or three days. 

Thus the situation of the Times at present 
is that the interest on tue ſifty thousand mort- 
gage, isin default for more thanayear. Mr. 
Chambers’ stock has been seized by the 
Sherif and will be sold on the 
23d of December. The printers 
only continue at work because they are assur- 
ed that ifthey do not get the Times out they 
will lose their situations, which, with winter 
coming on, they can not afford to do as long 
as they get any money at all for their work.

Robt, Schuecko, his recently elected successor.

ant’s term expired when his opponent was 
commissioned and qualified. The important 
question is whether defendant’s term of 
oftice as collector expired when he ceased to 
de Sheriff. The scheme adopted by the free. 
holders in separating the city of St. Louis ang 
St. Louis county provided for the election of 
a Sheriff, who should be ex-oflicio Collector 
of tLe revenue, Coroner, etc. The genera! 
revenue law of the State makes the offices 
of Sheriff and Collector two distinct and sep. 
arate positionsin every county of the State. 
Tbe Supreme Court held in State ex rel. At- 
torney-General vs. Watson, which 1s not yet 
reported, that as the provision of the law 
in force at the time when the scheme went 
into effect was a special law, 
it was competent for the  freeholders 
to make provisions quoted and that they were 
not bound to substitute for provisions which 
had been enacted by aspecial law the general 
law in force elsewhere in the States. The con- 
clusion was reached in that case that the oflice 
of Collector did not exist as suchin St. Louis 
county and tht Sheriffwas not holding two 
offices. The freenolders could have adapted 
the general law, but they were not bound to 
do so, and as tney did not it 
is clear that the intended that 
the Sheritf should be Collector as long as he 
was Sheriff and no longer. The defendant’s 
appeal 1s virtually asking the courts to do 
what the freebolders not only omitted to do, 
but in fact refused to do. The freeholders 
had the general law before them, which sepa- 
rated the oflices, yet they refused to adopt it, 
showing thatthey did not desire that the of- 
tices of Sheriff and Collector should be separate. 
It is clear that the Legislature had not in 
view the peculiar state ofthings existing in 
St. Louis county,in reference to the collec- 
tion of revenue when the last revision of the 
laws was made. R. S., 1879, sections 6732, 
6733, 6792. This last section provides that 
every collector of the revenue in the various 
countries of the State, and the collector of 
the revenue of the city of St. Louis, before 
entering uponthe duties of office, shall give 
bond for the collection and payment 
over of the revenue for the two vears ending 
the first day of March,etc. By no rule of 
construction can the general terms of these 
sections be hel to repeal the special provi- 
sions of law reiating tothe Sheriff and ex- 
officio collector of St. Louis county. The 
court thought that the omissions in not tixing 
the time of office of collector the same as that 
of Sherifi should be supplied, and issued a 
judgment of ouster, all the other judges con- 
curring. .
